For Those Of Us Who Are Older 


By Dorothy M. Winn 


Good nutrition is important at any 
age, yet many older people are not 
well nourished for a number of rea- 
sons. Malnutrition can cause confu- 
sion, lack of energy and delusional 
behavior in older people, which can 
be confused for other more serious 
illness. Many medications do not 
work properly on an empty stomach 
or do not absorb properly if you are 
not eating a balanced diet. 

The Town of Andover, through its 
Council on Aging, sponsors a num- 
ber of programs for older people 
which can help provide adequate nu- 
trition. serene meals are avail- 
able Monday through Friday at 12 
noon at the senior center. All meals 
are prepared there and provide one 
third of the minimum daily dietary 
requirements set by the federal gov- 
ernment. This program is available 
to all Andover residents aged 60 or 
older. The cost is only 50 cents. Res- 
ervations for lunch must be made by 
4 p.m. on the business day preceding 
the lunch you plan to attend. 

Andover does not serve congre- 
gate meals during school vacation 
weeks as other towns do. The reason 
for this break is that the Andover 
program is funded through the State 
Department of Education Nutrition 
Division not the Federal Older 
Americans Act monies as programs 
in most surronding communities 
are. In other programs the cost of 
the meal is $1 to $1.25 and many pro- 
grams charge extra for coffee. The 
50 cents fee for the Andover senior 
citizens lunch program is set by 
state statute. This fee has been in 
effect since the early 1970s and may 
increase later this year. As with all 
Andover Council on Aging pro- 
grams, no one will be denied service 
for an inability to pay. Andover resi- 
dents in need of services who are ex- 
periencing financial difficulties 
should contact Council on Aging Di- 
rector Dorothy Winn for assistance. 

Meals on Wheels are available to 
Andover residents at a cost of $2 for 
weekday meals and $3 for weekend 
and holiday meals. Home delivered 
meals are available to residents 
aged 60 and older who are unable to 
prepare meals due to advanced age 
or illness or are unable to attend the 
lunch program at the senior center. 
A home visit to assess the home situ- 
ation and a doctor’s note are re- 
quired. For further information on 
this program, call 470-3830.

The recent budget reversions have 
caused a decrease in day enrollment at 
Northern Essex Community College, 
according to a report presented to the col- 
lege’s board of trustees at its recent 
meeting. 


Although the decrease was 3.4 percent, 
less than the 10 percent which college ad- 
ministrators had originally predicted, 903 
students who wanted to enroll in courses 
were refused admission. 


“Because the budget reversions forced 
us to cut 40 sections of classes, over 900 
students were denied educational serv- 
ices,” said John R. Dimitry, president of 
Northern Essex. ‘‘The saddest part of this 
is that half of the students that were 
turned away were economically disad- 
vantaged minorities from our Lawrence 
campus.” 


While day division enrollments de- 
creased from 3,505 students in February 
of last year to 3,385 at the same date this 
year, evening division enrollments at the 
college experienced a 13 percent increase 
in enrollment. This was because many

casework agencies. Paul E. Dillberg, test 
supervisor for the micro-electronics 
division at Analog Devices in Wilmington, 
and Donald E. Morgan, human resources 
manager for Freudenberg Nonwovens 
LTD (Pellon) in Lowell, will serve as vice 
chairmen for the character building 
agencies. Keith Krebs, a CPA for 
Topham, Fardy & Co. in Andover, and 
Anna L. Savinelli, vice president of the 
mortgage department at Lawrence 
Savings Bank, will act as vice chairmen 
for the health agencies. 

The vice chairmen’s recommendations 
will be presented to George D. Deneault, 
1988-89 budget committee chairman. He 
works at the quality assurance 
department at Raytheon Co. in South 
Lowell.

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AHS Sets Up 
Amnesty Chapter 


By Lesley Brammer 


The plea for the protection of human 
rights has been heard. Andover High 
School welcomes a chapter of Amnesty 
International. 

AI is a worldwide movement of people 
who want to prevent the unfair treatment 
of prisoners in places as near as Central 
America and as far away as the Middle 
East. Amnesty members want to gain in- 
ternational public support to stop the tor- 
ture and unreasonable executions of all 
political captives. 

Last month a group of interested stu- 
dents attended a meeting at the high 
school. The coordinators, seniors Mims 
Gaylord and Sarah Derocher, said they 
were shocked when the expected 10 or 15 
quickly expanded to 63. Even more were 
seeking information the next day. 

“The whole thing has snowballed. New 
people come and ask me about it every 
day,” says Derocher. 


Junior Laura Brink said the film pre- 
sented at the meeting about Amnesty was 
informative and sparked interest. 

Andover High students want to have a 
productive Amnesty chapter. Each 
month members will receive ‘‘urgent ac- 
tion’’ sheets which give data on different 
prisoners. They will then write letters to 
an important government or military offi- 
cials, such as a head of state, general or 
president, to apply pressure on the gov- 
ernment for the eventual freeing of the 
prisoner. 


“Tt takes five or 10 minutes to write a 
concise letter. How can (one) not spend 50 
cents knowing that it may save a life?” 
Gaylord said. 

Each government keeps files of the 
captives, she added. ‘‘When the file gets 
big enough, the prisoner is freed. One let- 
ter could make the difference.”’ 

Amnesty members do not ‘‘accuse the 
government,” but instead use persuasive 
tactics to get the prisoner released or, at 
least, a fair trial. ‘‘Amnesty doesn’t 
grade the governments on their record of 
human rights, but we let them know that 
we are aware that they’re not being fair,”’ 
Derocher and Gaylord explained. 

“Kids aren’t normally aware of the 
atrocities committed, but once they find 
out, they want to help,’’ Derocher said.

Popular Teacher Ted Boudreau 
Stricken By Heart Attack

St. Augustine Church was filled to capacity 
Wednesday morning as family and friends paid final 
tribute to a man whose love of life and people won 
him the affection and admiration of thousands in the 
Andover community. 

Ted Boudreau, 62, of 183 Summer St., a teacher and 
coach at the junior high/middle school level, died 
suddenly Saturday night at Lawrence General Hospi- 
tal where he had been rushed after suffering a second 
heart attack. He had returned home Friday after re- 
covering from an initial attack on Feb. 7. 

The Rev. James Vitale, OSA, celebrant of the 
Wednesday morning Mass, described Mr. Boudreau 
asa fap humble friend who loved life and lived 
it well.” 

Father Vitale, former assistant at St. Augustine’s, 
offered some personal reflections about the teacher- 
coach and said that among Mr. Boudreau’s many 
good qualities was his ability to take the burden off 
people. ‘When something was going wrong, you had 
the ability to lend something humorous to provide 
relief, ’ Father Vitale said, concluding by stating 
that Mr. Boudreau was a man who was respected as 
a truthful and sincere human being. 

The celebrant was assisted by the Rev. Stanley 
Smith a former resident of Andover and also an assis- 
tant at St. Augustine’s, and Deacon John Capomac- 
chio as concelebrants. 

Readers were Dr. Richard F. McGrail, Doherty 
Middle School principal, and Cathy Blaine, Doherty 
teacher. 

Attorney William Dalton, a close friend and asso- 
ciate of Mr. Boudreau, offered some personal obser-

Selectman Gerald Silverman, a former associate of 
Mr. Boudreau, described his former colleague as a 
person filled with enthusiasm for life and a teacher 
who enjoyed his profession above all others and gave 
much to co-workers, students and athletes. 

Known as “Mr. B.” to both students and co-work- 
ers, Mr. Boudreau was born in Methuen and came to 
Andover as the age of 5. He went to St. Augustine’s 
Grammar School and graduated from Punchard High 
School in 1944. He received a bachelor’s degree from 
Seton Hall University in 1952 and received a master’s 
degree from Boston College. He served as a chap- 
lain’s assistant during World War II. 

As an athlete, Mr. Boudreau was selected as an 
area all-star to participate in an annual north-south 
game at Fenway Park in Boston. He later went on to 
play minor league baseball and was a catcher for the 
Philadelphia Phillies. 

In addition to gaining popularity as a teacher and 
coach in the Andover school system, he was the pub- 
lic address announcer for all home football and bas- 
ketball games at Andover High. 

He is survived by his wife, Betty A. (Sheeley) Bou- 
dreau; and two daughters, Lisa, a reporter for The 
Andover TOWNSMAN, and Jodie, both of Andover.

The Shawsheen Extended Daycare 
(SHED) Program needs the active and 
vocal support of Andover residents to re- 
main a viable option for Andover’s work- 
ing parents and their kindergarten 
children. For five years, SHED has pro- 
vided a wonderful enrichment program 
combined with daycare assistance, all 
conveniently located in the Shawsheen 
School, the town’s early childhood center. 

Right now though, SHED is being 
forced to relocate because the Anddover 
school system projects the town will need 
the space SHED currently rents within 
the school. SHED would like to relocate 
on the campus of Shawsheen School by 
using a portable classroom. The SHED 
program needs your support to make this 
happen.

Yet SHED is not just for children of 
working parents. By age five many chil- 
dren are ready for a full day of enrich- 
ment and socialization with other 
children.

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Reading Town Manager Peter He- 
chenbleikner knew he’d get some re- 
action when his town restricted 
parking near the heavily-used Read- 
ing train station Feb. 1, but so far, 
about a dozen phone calls has been 
the extent of commuter protest. 

“The person really catching the 
flack has been our parking enforce- 
ment officer,” said Hechenbleikner. 
“He’s talked to some very angry 
people.” 

What has train riders steamed is 
the elimination of some 160 parking 
spaces near the station. According 
to town officials, about 78 commu- 
nities use the Reading stop because 
double tracks—which mean more 
trains and service—extending from 
Boston end in this small town of 
23,000. 

When a recent town survey 
showed that less than one-third of 
the approximately 500 cars parked 
near the station belonged to Reading 
citizens, officials there created a

resident sticker zone. ‘‘We had a re- 
sponsibility to protect the commu- 
nity,’ said Hechenbleikner. 

Rather than get mad, the Merri- 
mack Valley Regional Transity Au- 
thority decided to get moving. 

MVRTA officials have sent a pro- 
posal to the Massachusetts Bay 
Transit Authority asking for a part- 
nership in a Reading station bus 
shuttle program. 

MVRTA buses would leave for the 
station from several key points in 
the Merrimack Valley, including 
Andover, said Joseph Constanzo, 
MVRTA administrator. The shuttle 
cost would be 80 cents. 

The transit authority is asking the 
MBTA to allow commuters to pay 
one fare at either agency. 

Under the MVRTA plan, a passen- 
ger purchasing a one-way ticket 
pays the bus driver. The MVRTA 
would refund the train fare to the 
MBTA. Monthly train/shuttle passes 
would be.sold by the MBTA.

Constanzo said the proposal is in 
MBTA hands. State officials indi- 
cated they would have some re- 
sponse next month. 

Hechenbleikner says train station 
neighbors have ‘“‘long had to put up 
with people parking in front of their 
driveway or partially in their drive- 
way. This is not anything Reading 
has done to be selfish.” 


The town attempted many times 
to reach a settlement with the 
MBTA without success before decid- 
ing to impose the parking restric- 
tions, said Hechenbleikner. ‘‘I would 
be suprised if (the MVRTA propo- 
sal) was in direct response to our 
actions,’’ he said. 


Permits for about 120 town-owned 
parking spaces near the station are 
sold at the Reading police station at 
$60 for three months. Another 120 
free parking spaces owned by the 
MBTA are available.

Forest Group

South America is a long way 
from Andover, but one resident at 
least has made the continent’s envi- 
ronment a cause. 

Craig Flashenberg, 18, son of 
Stephen and Harriet Flashenberg 
of 24 Launching Road, is worried. 
He is worried about the destruction 
of tropical rain forests that house 
many of the world’s species and 
keep the earth’s environment sta- 
ble. 

In 1980, the World Resources In- 
stitute estimated that commercial 
logging, private consumption, gov- 
ernmental projects and farming in- 
terests have leveled 40 percent of 
the world’s tropical rain forests. 

After attending a meeting at 
Lawrence Academy, where he is a 
senior, Flashenberg decided to get 
involved. The meeting was set up 
by science teacher and committed 
environmentalist Jim Serach to 
raise campus awareness about the 
plight of the rain forests. 

In the fall, Flashenberg orga- 
nized a campus group called Stu- 
dents Concerned About 
Rainforests. ‘(Half the species of 
animals on earth live in the rain 
forests,’ Flashenberg explained. 
‘Now, half of those rain forests are 
gone. This is the generation that 
has a chance to make a differ- 


Flashenberg has taken his inter- 
est and turned it into commitment. 
Along with the help of fellow stu- 
dents and his science teacher, Fla- 
shenberg began organizing follow- 
up meetings to get fund-raising and 
information gathering underway. 

Flashenberg works out of the 
“swamp,” Serach’s offfice in the 
school’s Natural Museum, so 
named for the exotic snakes and 
other wildlife who call it home. He 
started by contacting various envi- 
ronmental organizations, which of- 
fered a lot of help and rain forest 
conservation information, promo- 
tional slides and posters, as well as 
advice on how to start the group at 
Lawrence Academy, Flashenberg 
said. 

“The swamp is a great place to 
be if you want to see people,” he 
said. “Students would walk by and 
I’d get them interested by telling 
them what SCAR is all about.” 

Initially 80 people attended the 
informal meeting in the fall. The 
organization has grown in mem- 
bership and now includes more 
than 120 students and faculty.

A Good Sign 


Andover’s annual town election, just about a 
month away, looks like it may have some life this 
year. 

Unlike past annual elections where there was 
only a single contest and, in one year, no contest 
at all, this year there are three contests which 
should attract attention and, consequently, a de- 
cent voter turnout. 

The selectmen race attracted the most atten- 
tion as two incumbents announced their intent to 
seek re-election and were challenged by two peo- 
ple who have been actively involved in municipal 
affairs. 

Incumbents Gerald Silverman and Charles 
Wesson will go into the annual election as having 
the benefit of incumbency with them. 

But their challengers, Jack Dziadul and George 
Danneman, have both had an impact on And- 
over’s municipal affairs, one through the low- 
moderate income housing controvesry, the other 
through involvement in the proposed Andover- 
Lawrence Collaborative school which was ulti- 
mately rejected by a special Andover town meet- 
ing. 

One can anticipate these issues having an im- 
pact on the attention Andover voters give their 
candidacy on election day in March. 

The school committee race should prove an in- 
teresting one. 


There are two vacancies for three-year terms 
on the board through the decision of Chairman 
Donald Robb and Committeeman Richard Neal 
not to seek re-election. 

Of the three persons seeking to replace these 
committeemen, Andres Salazar has the most vis- 
ibility having sought election to the board a year 
ago at the last minute after a candidate dropped 
out. 

The other two candidates, Chris Outwin and 
Richard Hubbell, are both seeking municipal of- 
fice for the first time. 

The other contest on the March ballot will see a 
rematch between long-time Moderator James D. 
Doherty and John Doyle, a vociferous town meet- 
ing participant, often challenging the modera- 
tor’s rulings or conduct of annual and special 
town meeting sessions. 

A year ago, Doherty easily outdistanced Doyle 
in the moderator’s contest, despite an active 
campaign by both candidates. 

In any case it would appear that Andover vot- 
ers this year will have an opportunity to express 
themselves at the ballot box unlike previous 
years when interest was constantly at a low ebb. 

To insure that the interest will be there, it is 
now up to the candidates to put forth and discuss 
issues and generally maintain the attention of the 
Andover electorate between now and March 27..

Ted Boudreau: 
Andover’s Friend

At a time when the respectability of 
sports idols is measured by the position 
each holds on the earnings list, Andover 
has lost perhaps its most invaluable resi- 
dent. 

There’s just no putting a price on the 
effect this baseball enthusiast had on us 
as individuals and as a community. 

It’s been more than 10 years since I sat 
in Ted Boudreau’s corner classroom, 
since I first began to understand why ev- 
eryone spoke so highly of him. He genui- 
nely defined the charm I have always 
found in my hometown, both through the 
awkward years of junior high and as a 
Boston commuter who can’t quite tear 
herself away. He didn’t gain this respect 
through monetary donations or a claim to 
fame that would put Andover on the map. 
He gave of himself for the better part of 
his life, and it was always very obvious 
that he derived great pleasure from doing 
so. We should all be so lucky as to find our 
work less a chore than a labor of love. 
The loss we feel goes beyond the sad 
thought of not being able to see him 
around anymore. It is in knowing how so- 
rely we will miss the gentle compassion 
of his simple kindness. 

Mr. B. was a quality standout in the 
teaching profession, a person who kept 
hundreds of names and faces in his head. 
It is said that the truest measure of suc- 
cess is in the effect one has on the lives he 
touches. Mr. B. was never named MVP in 
the World Series and he never ran for the 
Oval Office, but our new president would 
have only to look at a fraction of his fami- 
ly, friends, students and co-workers to 
find ‘‘a thousand points of light.” This 
man succeeded in grand proportions on a 
personal level because he paid attention 
to the basic things in life. The genuine 
interest he held in those around him was 
an honest-to-God comfort. 

Our sense of loss is as much for the man 
as it is for the embodiment of his spirit, 
that beautifully optimistic and fun-loving 
character that endeared him to so many. 
From the baseball diamond to the broad- 
cast booth to the student network to the 
classroom, Mr. B. made us all feel so 
much at home with ourselves and within 
our community. This kind of grace is, in- 
deed, hard to come by. His way was a 
sweet reminder of what is truly impor- 
tant, what will always matter regardless 
of where we go or who we become. 

So many people can fit the mold of a 
leader, but adoration is probably known 
in its purest form by a person like Mr. B., 
who didn’t act the way he did in hopes of 
achieving it. Mr. B. went about his busi- 
ness leading by quiet example. He tended 
to the irreplaceable, the value of family, 
friends and community. No doubt, this is 
why I had come to associate Mr. B. with 
the peaceful air of contentment—some- 
thing that sounds too simple to be so rare.

According to Robert M. Henderson, 
chairman of the board and chief exec- 
utive officer of Andover Bancorp, ‘The 
shareholder rights plan is intended to en- 
sure that all our shareholders receive a 
fair price for their shares in the event of a 
hostile attempt to gain control of Andover 
Bancorp.

setts Bay Transit Authority pulled a 
$204,000 subsidy from the Everett- 
based firm in October. One month 
later, Trombly Commuter beat out a 
crowded field for the MBTA money. 

But Merrimac co-owner Steve Ca- 
plan still owned the DPU license, 
and he vowed to stay in business de- 
spite losing the subsidy. 

The three-month chess game 
came to a stalemate three weeks 
ago, when the DPU denied Trombly 
Commuter an emergency permit to 
begin operations. 

The DPU action meant the Dracut 
bus company was forced to initiate a 
longer, more complicated permit 
process. The emergency application 
was held in case Merrimac decided 
to go ahead with previously an- 
nounced service cutbacks. Caplan, 
who said financial setbacks left him 
no choice but to scale down opera- 
tions, was forced to cancel the 
planned service reductions. 

“Tt was weird, hectic, frustrating, 
what other word can I use to de- 
scribe the situation?” asked Tromb- 


y. 

But the firms were forced back to 
the bargaining table and hammered 
out an agreement two weeks later. 

“Tt was an equitable deal for both 
parties,’ said Trombly. 

Trombly Commuter Lines has 
purchased 11 buses and will be re- 
ady on Feb. 27, he said.
